Either they would talk when 
the government wanted them to tell what 
they knew, or they would be taken out of 
circulation for long terms on conviction as 


conspirators. 
The defendants in the federal trial that has 
grown out of this in New York’s Foley Square 
have more lawyers lined up to fight in their 
behalf than have been counted There are 17 
lawyers with permission to argue directly, 
and they are backed up by bevies and coveys 
of other legalists — all trying to make sure 
the government is given as hard a fight as 
possible. 
Here in the great state of Ohio, when a 
skirmish was fought in the same battle over 
Gov. DiSalle’s proposal for a criminal con­ 
spiracy law to nail the big crooks by making 
it a felony to conspire for the violation of 
gambling laws, narcotics 
laws 
and 
laws 
against blackmail, prostitution and arson, the 
defending legalists carried the issue. 
It is to be hoped the attacking legalists 
may have better luck in the battle of Foley 
Square. Americans are getting the im pres­ 
sion they are helpless against 
entrenched 
lawlessness that has been made virtually un­ 
touchable by lawyers who are under oath to 
uphold the law.

That answer, if it comes, should 
be historic. The union so far has 
raised two main points and lost 
on both 
Is the strike a danger to 
the country** Is the government’s 
effort to stop the strike constitu­ 
tional? 
The union lost round one when 
over its protests, a U.S. District 
Court judge, heeding the govern 
m ent’s request, issued an injunc­ 
tion to stop the strike for 80 days 
The strike began last July 15. 
The union lost round two when 
it asked a U.S. Court of Appeals 
to throw out the district judge’s 
injunction. Tuesday the appellate 
court upheld the judge, the injunc­ 
tion and the government 
The union now has until next 
Monday, but may be forced to 
move sooner, to ask the Supreme 
Court to say the lower courts were 
wrong Meanwhile, the strike con­ 
tinues. 
The lower courts gave the union 
full benefit of the legal machinery 
by refraining from putting the in­ 
junction into effect until the Steel­ 
workers had m ade all the appeals 
allowed them under law. 
Here is the background in brief: 
The strike threw 500.000 steel­ 
workers out of jobs, shut down 85 
per cent of the country’s steel pro­ 
duction 
Its 
effects 
began 
to 
spread to other industries depen­ 
dent on steel 
Now an additional 270.000 work 
ers in those dependent industries 
are 
jobless 
The 
effects 
are 
spreading. The longer the strike. 
the 
wider 
the 
spread 
and 
the 
worse the damage. 
Under the Taft-Hartley Act of 
1947. 
when a strike becomes a 
peril to the national "health and 
safety,” the President, through the 
Justice Department, can ask for 
a court injunction to stop it for 80 
days. 
In that period the government 
is supposed to try to get 
both 
sides in a strike to reach a settle­ 
ment. If there is still no settlement 
at the end of 80 days, the strike 
can begin again There is no fur­ 
ther machinery to stop it. 
So 
President 
Eisenhower, 
de­ 
ciding national health and safety 
were in peril now. told the Justice 
Department to get the injunction 
Arthur J. Goldberg, lawyer for 
the union, made two main argu­ 
ments in federal court against an 
injunction: 
I. National health and safety are 
not in peril 
It isn’t enough for 
the government to say it is 
It 


must prove if Then ifs up to the 
court to decide whether the gov­ 
ernment 
has 
provided 
enough 
proof. 
He 
said 
the 
strikers, because 
they have a right to strike, com­ 
mitted no wrong or crime in strik­ 
ing and therefore should not be 
stopped in doing it 
2 Goldberg argued that the sec­ 
tion 
of Taft-Hartley 
which 
pro­ 
vides for an injunction was un­ 
constitutional because it called for 
a judge to do something contrary 
to his job 


Goldberg protested a judge is 
supposed to judge but that issuing 
an injunction—to give the govern­ 
ment time to try to settle a strike 
—makes a judge an administra­ 
tive agent of the government rath­ 
er than a judge 
The appellate court turned down 
Goldberg on all grounds. It rea­ 
soned in part this way: 
"The action or non-action of em ­ 
ployers 
and 
employes 
becomes 
wrongful when national health or 
safety is imperiled ” 
The court agreed with the gov­ 
ernment that the strike has be­ 
come a danger to national health 
and safety and said "we conclude 
the danger is great enough and 
calls for a remedy as sweeping 
as the law will permit <meaning 
the injunction1.” 
The court brushed aside Gold­ 
berg's argument that issuing an 
injunction put a judge in an ad­ 
ministrative rather than in a ju­ 
dicial role. 
This was pretty much the ruling 
of another U.S. Court of Appeals 
which upheld a lower court’s in­ 
junction 
against 
a 
steelworkers’ 
strike in 1952-53. 
Goldberg made the same argu­ 
ment then. But that previous case 
never was taken to the Supreme 
Court because 
by the time the 
appeals court gave its decision the 
strike was ending anyway.

Seed World ‘For! Knox’ 


By Donald J. Sorensen 


FORT COLLINS, Colo 
The seed industry, which doe1: 
an annual business in excess of 
$750,000,000. is getting a tremend­ 
ous boost in a new seed storage 
laboratory at the Colorado St2te 
University campus. 


The laboratory, administered by 
the Agricultural Research Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
will fill one of the industry’s long­ 
time needs by providing a central 
storage facility for seeds collected 
from all parts of the world 
Dr. Edwin N 
Jam es, director 
of the laboratory, says: "Its pur­ 
pose is to store seeds which are 
important varieties or are valu­ 
able as breeding materials Valu­ 
able species resulting from 60 years 
of plant exploration will also be 
stored here.” 
The original homes of many of 
these seeds today are behind the 
Iron or Bamboo curtains 
Along with the storage facilities, 
the repository also provides labor­ 
atory space and research equip­ 
ment for experimenting on seeds 
and 
factors 
that 
affect 
thgir 
longevity. 


THIS “ FORT KNOX of the seed 
world,” which was dedicated last 


December, has a capacity for stor­ 


ing 250.000 samples of seeds in 
temperature-regulated. 
humidity- 


controlled rooms under conditions 


ideal for the preservation of the 
seed as long as possible 


The storage life of most of the 
seeds is estimated at about 15 or

The idea is

want to control their weight. 
The plan is adapted from our 
traffic light system. The traffic 
light colors — red, yellow and 
green — are used to designate the 
calorie rating of the various dish­ 
es in each food category. 


THE RED indicators are used 
on 
high 
calorie 
dishes, 
yellow 
stands for medium and green is 
the go signal, for the dishes mark­ 
ed with green indicators are low 
in calories. 
This 
is 
the 
way 
the system 
works: 
In the entree selection, 
whether it's meat, fish, chicken, 
eggs or cheese, any dish that fur­ 
nishes 350 calories 
or 
more is 


marked with a red indicator Any 
dish in this section that is 250 
calories or less has a green in­ 
dicator. If the calories lie between 
250 and 350, a yellow color is used. 
The same calorie scoring plan is 
used to designate the comparative 
values in all the different food cat­ 
egories. For both vegetables and 
salads, the green indicator means 
that calories range from IO to 50; 
yellow means 50 to IOO calories; 
and red reveals that the dish fur­ 
nishes IOO calories or more. 
On. the dessert score, green in­ 
dicates 35 to IOO calories; yellow- 
100 to 200 calories and the high 
calorie signal, red. is used on des­ 
serts that furnish more than 200 
calories. 


A SATISFYING LUNCH includes 
an entree, a vegetable, a salad, 
dessert and beverage. By following 
the green color, the dieter can 
choose a delicious lunch for as low 
as 300 calories and, for 450 calo­ 
ries. a few trimmings can be in­ 
cluded. 
In 
this 
weight-conscious 
age, 
many people are almost afraid to 
eat good meals. A calorie indica­ 
tor system of this kind should add 
to the pleasure of eating and make 
it easier to eat-to-beat-the-pounds. 
An important n e w approach to 
this whole problem of reducing is 
to keep the pounds off. A calorie 
indicator system that can help 
diners eat well without adding sur­ 
plus poundage, fills the bill.
